No event ol a similar 
kind in our remembrance has excited so much 
comment We subjoin some retails of the oper 
atioiM of Key and Sickles, as furnished by a 
Washington letter to the Philadelphia Press. The 
story begins at the point where the friends of ' 
Sickles proceeds to inquire as to Key's hiring a 
house for the indulgence of his lust: 

Mr. Wooldiidge undertook the mission, and 
visited the neighborhood indicated in the anony- 
mous missive, to see whether such a house had 
been let last summer, and under what r r nmstaii- j 
ces the base had been granted.

It is said that Key was accustomed to ovist of ' 
his attentions in tins quarter, and that at the Na- 
tional Cub House the criminal intercourse be- j 
tween himself and Mrs. Sickles was well known, 
and firmed the topic of conversation. 

Mr. Sickles' dwelling was opposite the Club 
House, and Key was accustomed to go up stairs to 
a window in the latter bu Ming, overlooking 
Sickles' house, and hang out signals to Mrs- Sick- 
le-. He would also go into Lafayette square, 
Wive his handkerchief at her, throw out kissess, 
a id m ike profu-e demonstrations of attachment. 

Hefote the fatal denouement of this unhal- 
lowed intercourse. Key had been time and again 
warned by his friends that something dangerous 
would grow from his criminal attachment. He 
wis accustomed, however, to treat these friendly 
admonitions with an air of haughty bravado. He 
would listen to no remonstrance from any quarter. 
He had been known to boast of his amours in so- 
rictv, and it is said that .Mr. Buchanan, being in- 
formed ot Mr. Key's character, had made out 
his dismissal, and was only waiting to select a 
success 'r, previous to sending in the document 
to the Senate, when Mr. Key met his death. 

I visited Sickles to-night in the prison. He ap- 
pears to be in good spirits, and has been visited 
during the day by many of bis friends and Con- 
gressional colleagues. He positively refuses an- 
other examination, and declares his determination 
to remain in prison till the day of trial. He asks 
no favors from the law.

A Washington correspondent of the Xew 
York Times writes for- that paper the follow- 
ing gr&phic sketches of prominent men at the 
Capital: 

THE PRESIDENT. 

His Excellency, James Buchanan, is an old 
gentleman of some seventy years of age, 
standing six feet one or two inches in his un- 
darticd 'bachelor stockings, of tlori.l and rather 
hectic complexion, and with hair white and 
glistening as the glass threads in the glass 
tails of the glass birds of paradise made in 
Uarnum's Museum by an ingenious operator, 
and sold at twenty-live cents apiece to gap- 
ing children. His "anxiety about the disputed 
line of Oregon has inclined his head to the 
left at an angle of lifty -four-forty or tight; and 
his left eve seems detailed from general ser- 
vice and on permanent secret duty supervising 
the developments in Cuba. He lurches heav- 
ily to the left in walking, and BUDpen gossip 
with ladies through the left side of his not reg- 
ular mouth. In dress he is somewhat 
of the diplomatic dandy: and the vast white 
linen kerchief worn round his neck is intend- 
ed, I presume, as a statesmanlike encourage- 
ment to the flax growers and linen bleachers 
in the mighty prairies of the West. His 
manners are extremely courteous and affable, 
more especially to women, with whom he 
delights to couwrse on the small scandals and 
hca gossip of the capital. There is some- 
fT.ing stately and mournful in his isolation, for 
1 believe he has not one warm, familiar friend, 
(except perhaps the Ptitts, of Philadelphia, 
who are more like humble retainers,) on 
the surface of the footstool. Eton his niece is 
addressed by him as "Miss Harriet," and 
priding himself on conscientious coldness, he 
gets along as best he can without either sym- 
pathy or consolation. Never has there been 
in the White llouseamore laborious occupant; 
he reposes no conlidencc even in his Cabinet 
officers, but insists on first reading every paper 
which they put Before him for signature. He 
seldom leaves the house for exercise and air, 
but spends twelve or sixteen hours a d ty in 
discharging drudgeries of detail, which might 
much lietter be left to the care of subordinates 
in the departments. Again and again, on every 
possible occasion, he disavows with contempt 
and ridicule his supposed aspirations for a 
second term of office. ''Two old men," he 
says, "myself and Lewis Cass, if we live so 
loner, wili quit this city on the Oth of March, 
18bT, -with much lighter and less burdened 
hearts than we bore with us on coming here.'' 
There is a pained sincerity in the tone of 
these avowals — a bitterness as of thwarted 
?oed intentions and misapprehended motives, 
hich I cannot find it in my heart either to 
ibt or not sympathize with. In spite of 
mental and bodily peculiarities, there is a 
grandeur of desolation in this old man's life.

Senator Crittenden is not a handsome man,

Mr. George Taylor, of N. Y., from the com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the accounts of 
the superintendent of public printing, made a re- j 
port. They say that the books are so negligent- 
ly and loosely kept that it is impossible to derive 
any definite knowledge of the business done in ! 
the office. The accounts in some instances ap- 
pear balanced, when such is not the case, and 
considerable sums have been collected on Ihe 
same under Ihe direction of the present sunerin- ! 
tendent. The certificates issued for engraving 
and lithographing do not agree with the accounts 
kept hy the parties who did the work; they exhib- 1 
ited their books, and swore they had been paid for 
all the work done. 

The books show the amounts received by them, 
yet it appears that certificates were issued to sev- 1 
end parties for greater amounts than apnear on 
their books. In one case, the difference is $10,- 
0U0, ard in another Over $6,000, the difference 
being against the government. The piper ac- 
count do not agree. Several hundred reaTis arc 
unaccounted for. The committee say, in fact 
there appears to have been a singular fatall y about 
the hooks and accounts connected with these mat- 1 
ters. Fe* of them could be explained, and none 
entirely satisfactorily. They unanimously re- 
port that the facts show conclusively, that there 
existed a combination for the compelling of all 
contractors to pay their way for contracts. That 
this was the general belief among contractors, 
and the payment for contracts either in the way 
of a loan, commission, or percentage, was gener- 
al. 

The contractor* found it necessary to employ j 
certain agents at Washington to attend to their 
business and pay them largely before they got 
work. As a general thing, they say they did not 
know that se:un;in was interested in the matter, 
but it was certain that they got no work until af- 
ter they employed particular parties; the contrac- 
tors were all led or forced to employ the same 
agents, although they had no previous acquaint- 
ance with them. The paper contractors employ- 
ed a public printer to act as their agent, for 
which they paid 3'._, percentum. The printer em- 
ployed a eleik to uo a little work at a yearly salary 
of $11100, while the printer received for doing 
nothing, from S'i.ntlO to $10,000 per annum. En- 
gravers and lithographers found it to their inter- 
est to employ the public printer to act as agent to 
look after their interest and receive the money 
to be paid. The committee report that the* 
traced between $38*000 and $40,000 into his 
hands, and Mine $10,000 to others, and about ' 
$30,000 direct to Mr. Seaman, most of which 
last sum was given by way of bofiUSj and is still 
remaining unpaid. 

A small portion was paid by contractors direct 
as percentage. The committee found two or 
three agreements to pay money direct for con < 
tracts — two in favor of Air. Seaman, and one in j 
lavor of the printer, but found one including the 
largest sum by reason of the refusal of one of] 
the paper contractors. In a second case the mon- 
ey was pniil not to the printer, but to other par- 
ties, not know n to the*witnesses. As to the third 
contract, for 20 per cent, on account of litho- 
graphing! the committee could not ascertain wheth- 
er it was paid or not. The combination referred 
to existed for all contracts going through Mr. Sea- 
man's ollice. 

The committee say the testimony in the case 
forces them to the conclusion that some intimate 
and confidential relation existed between Air.
